BOSTON, June 21.—The immense New 


England Manufacturers and 
Mechanics' 


Institute building, at the west end ol 
Huntington avenue, recently purcruised 
by the Metropolitan horse railroad, find 
used as a storage and repair shop, caufilii 
fire yesterday under the paint-snop, ami 
when the flames reached the shop the oil 
and paint stored therein spread over a 
large space and proved a speedy carriei 
ol the flames. 


There were many men inside when the 


fire broke out, and all rushed for the reai 
windows. Most of them were helped 
out, but while a rush was being made tu 
one ol the windows, at which a scorched 
and bleeding face was seen, tne poor fel- 
low tell back into the seething torrent 
aud perished. 


A colored man went back into the 


burning house to save property and was 
never seen to come out. 


Chester L. Hazletlne and E. L. Farrer 


could have escaped, but tried to pull out 
some cars and were frightfully burned. 


The building was soon in ruins. 
While the two thousand spectators 


were viewing the spectacle, a trailegy 
was being enacted within unknown to 
the throng. Alter the flames had been 
sufficiently extinguished, search was be- 
gun for possible victims, and in a short 
time eight dead bodies had been removed, 
most of them burned beyond recognition. 


Inside the building were 
4HO horse 


cars, each worth 871)0, making the total 
loss, with the building itself, $4on,nnn. 


The burning of the vast building was 


one of the grandest sights seen in this 
city since the great fire of 187'-'. 
The 


building was erected in 1881 for exhibi- 
tion purposes. It covers an area of near- 
ly five acres. 
About a year ago U was 


purchased by the railroad company. 


Tlie fire was doubtless incendiary. At- 


tempts to burn several other buildings of 
the company have lately been made, anil 
the remarkable speed of the progress ol 
the flames is very suspicious. The com- 
pany has had trouble with its employes

The Anarchist Parsons Surrenders ao4 


is Arraigned. 


CHICAGO, Juue 22.—During the trial ol 


the Auarchists yesterday afternoon A. K. 
Parsons, the much-sought-for dynamiter, 
amazed everybody by inarching into the 
court-room beside Lawyer Black, chiei 
counsel for the Anarchists. 
Captain 


Black introduced him to the court as one 
of the defendants in the case at bar, ami 


a3"Parsous," said"Lawyer Black, "has 
not at any time been over one hundred 
miles from the city, yet all the two hun- 
dred officers 
looking for him would 


never 
have 
unearthed 
him. 
lie 


was 
not 
brought 
forward 
be- 


fore 
simply because 
the 
methods 


of the Chicago 
police are brutal and 


utterly above aud regardless ol the law. 
I proposed to have my client treated 
legally and not bullyragged and tortured 
as prisoners are not even in Russia." 


After the flutter following his entrance 


•was over, 
Parsons was formally ar- 


raigned. This took but a few minutes, 
the prisoner 
pleading not guilty. 
He 


then took his seat and the examination 
of the jurors was proceeded with. 


After the adjournment of Court Par- 


sons was interviewed by dozens of re-_ 
porters, while standing in the cage of the 
county iail, hut all efforts to le.irn from 
him when; he hail been concealed during 
tlie past two months proved fruitless. 
Parsons was asked if he had been indoors 
all the time. 
"Does that look like it?" asked the 


prisoner, as he held out a hand browned 
with sun and with; "I've been out doors 
fishing and gathering clover." 


"He's been away on his summer vaca- 


tion," suggested Mrs. Parsons, who was 
standing near. 


"I see yon wear the Knights of Labor 


badge," said another interviewer. 
"Did 


the Knights of Labor help you in your 
concealment?" 


Parsons did not offer any answer what- 


ever to that question, but in response to 
other inquiries as to why he had returned 
to stand trial on a question of such mo- 
ment, he said he came back to share the 
fate of his fellows, and because he want- 
ed to "eslablish and uphold the truth and 
the rights of oppressed labor of the 
whole world." 


Captain Black, the prisoner's counsel, 


said that Parsons had been in the hands 
of his friends (int of the city and out of 
tho State. 


"While two hundred detectives were 


scouring Texas, Arkansas and Kansas 
Mr. Parsons was laughing at them 1,400 
miles away. 
I wont tell where lie has 


been, nor whom 
lie has been with; 


neither will lie. 
He came back, arriving 


at seven o'clock this morning, and has 
been enjoying the society of lus family all 
day up to'uvo o'clock, when lie took an 
open carriage and drove to tlie door of 
this building. 
He passed policemen and 


detectives nn the way, and coming into 
tlie building passed within two feet of 
tho detectives stationed at the duoi's.

Tn Paris there are said to be seventy- 


five thousand persons who wake in the 
morning without 
knowing whether 


thoj will have any thing to eat during 
the day. Bat they must all eat, and 
they find their food, although their ei- 
istencc is ephemeral, and truly from 
hand to mouth. The lazzarone of Na- 
ples, when he has earned the ten cents 
which are sufficient for his daily bread, 
remains carelessly lying on the staiifs 
of some palace or gazing across the 
glistening sea at Capri or the small 
emoke-clad peak of Vesuvius, and will 
not bestow a glance on a stranger, who 
wishes to give him a chance of earning 
something. The Parisian lazzarone, 
his civilized brother, has similar man- 
ners aud inclinations, except that he 
must earn more than ten cents, for his 
wants as a citizen of the French Capi- 
tal are greater. But in return he is a 
tax-paying citizen of the empire, and 
able to vote il not to bo elected. 


1 begin my account with the com- 


missionaire, who is in reality only q 
shoeblack, but in addition he is every 
thing possible! and performs commis- 
sions of every description, as his name 
indicates. He is crafty, clever and dis- 
creet, and, at the same time honest, so 
far as such a man can be honest. The 
commissionaires form a separate carte, 
one inscribed at the Mayor office, and 
each has his number, which he must 
wear very ostensibly on a small brasa 
plate. There we about six thousand in 
Paris, who, however, are divided into 
numerous classes. The commissidn- 
aire of the inner boulevard stands at 
the head, and those stationed at the 
Boulevard ties Italians, and about the 
({rand Opera are fine fellows who read 
their paper in the morning and smoke 
their cigar and live more at the wine 
shop opposite than at their corner of 
the street. For two cents every com- 
missionaire will clean our boots, and 
tell us, while brushing, the latest oc- 
currences of bis quarter; there, a gas 
explosion, or an omnibus upset; here a 
fire or an arrest; he has seen it all, and 
on each occasion was the principal act- 
ing person. A Parisian commission- 
aire never has any small change, like 
the coachman. 
This is a princi- 


ple, 
and the trick succeeds 
with 


many 
persons, 
especially 
stran- 


gers. They leave the poor 
devil 


the ten cent piece in order not to wait, 
for he inquires at three or fonr places 
loi copper money and, strange to say, 
can not obtain it anywhere, as he as- 
sures us, with the most serious face in 
the world.

The story of the black poodle onkhe 


boulevard Montmartre, though many 
years old, is still told in substance. 
This black poodle always kept faiith- 
lully by his master's side and paid 
great attention to the passers-by. Jf a 
handsomely-dressed dandy came along 
the poodle thrust its forepaws in'the 
gutter and ran off to place them on the 
dandy's boots. The natural resnlt'was 
that the gentleman mu«t have them 
cleaned by the nearest shoeback,'and 
this happened to be the poodle's mas- 
ter 
When the trick was known, all 


Paris wished to see the clever dog in 
order to have their boots dirtied by the 
poodle aud cleaned by its master. 
The 


latter then appointed his four children 
as aids, as he could not himself satisfy 
all his customers, and in the course of 
a few months he saved up a small'cap- 
ital with which to establish himself 
elsewhere. 
The clever poodle was 


kept till its death as the benefactor ol 
the whole family, and held in high 
honor. But the commissionaire , is a 
man of rank among the Parisian 
ephemeral, and hence has no poetical 
side. He is, with few exceptions, the 
prose of the boulevard.

stroll along the boulevards, and have 
offered our arm to a lady relation.

politely and then assails the next lady 
who arrives. 
Othen have small tables on whiea 


tfcey display their goods, stand behind 
them and then invite passers by to lis- 
ten to them for a jittle moment Th« 
talking is the main point, and many 
have attained svch a pitch in their ora- 
tory that hundreds will stop to listen, 
not troubling themselves about what 
the chatterer has to sell, especially as ha 
wanders to a thousand subjects, which 
are miles away from his trade articles. 
But this is right and proper, aud the 
more they patter the better the Parisian 
likes it. Many sellers keep their tables 
carefully covered so that nothing is 
visible, and then begin to talk about 
the discovery of America, of Napoleon 
the Great and the politics of the day. 
Of course, you have not the, remotest 
conception what he means by all this 
or what lie has for sale; at last he raises 
the cover and produces either a new 
blacking paste or a small instrument to 
be used at once as toothpick, penholder, 
inkstand and eraser, and only co=tmg 
five cents, or so on. Still none of the 
crowd are ready to buy the thing; but 
this does not confuse our hero; he dis- 
tributes on all sides the Baton, or. 
whatever it may be, and saj.s: "You 
can pay me to-morrow, or when you 
are passing." At length there is a pur- 
chaser, and directly after ten, as, no one 
wished to be first. At times it happens 
that the improvised dealer suddenly 
breaks of in his speech, seizes his table 
and bolts with it, to the great surprise 
of his hearers, who look after him, and 
of whom only the initiated are aware 
of the true reason of his hasty flight. 
A sergeant de ville has shown himseH 
at the next corner, for whom all the 
street sellers, who have no cards ol 
licenses, entertain great respect, as he 
simply-takes them by the collar ani 
leads them to the prefecture, aproceed- 
ing which always ends badly. We see 
that the daily bread of these poor fel- 
lows is not lightly gained in Paris. 


Further on stands another man, alse 


at a small table, but he has no cause tc 
fear the police. He is an artist, as he 
gays, recognized by the Government 
and stands under the special protectior 
of the Minister. His'Excellency, he in- 
forms us, has repeatedly offered him a 
situation in the writing and reckoning 
schools, but he declined it in order to 
serve the public. At the same time he 
is a perfect artist with the pen; tvith 
rapid, sure and graceful lines he draws 
in a few instants an eagle with out 
stretched wings or a well executed like 
ness of some well known public char 
acter. He then offers them to the spec 
tators gratis and merely for the honor 
of 
having 
his talent 
reeognuei 


by an amateur. At the same time 
he sells steel pens, which are goot 
and cheap, and honestly declares tha 
his art is based on the pens, which per 
sons need only buy in order to draw 
and write like him. "It only requires 
a little practice," he adds, with a know 
ing smile. 


A colleague on the other side of th< 


boulevard loudly offers twenty dollar1 
to the man who can mend china bettw 
than he. 
Twenty dollars—Heaven 


knows where he got them from or i 
they are real—lie on his table before 
him and attract not a few gamins. " 
could," he relates, "long ago have beoi 
a rich man if I would have sold the se 
cret of my composition to the Govern 
ment 
The director of the great por 


celain factory at Sevres would gtv 
half his fortune for it; but then my dis 
covery would only benelit the few 
while now it is common property,' 
and so on. The bottle costs only tet 
cents. He then feels in a heap of g;q 
pieces of china, and very cleverly com 
poses of the pieces of china a plate or i 
cup, which he strikes in order to provi 
the solidity of his composition, am 
finally assures us that he once nicndiM 
a broken gun-barrel, with whieli it 
owner still goes out shooting. Really 
more can not be expected. 


Wherever there is a fiee spot on tli 


boulevards, formed by retreating houses 
and broader trottoirs, it is at once occu- 
pied by a singer, an acrobat or a jug- 
gler; a large circle is formed round the 
artiste, who first harangues the specta- 
tors in the usual way, and then di-plays 
his skill. Such is Paiia every day, and 
while we aie swimming \vith the uni- 
versal stream we will loiter on, no mat- 
ter where, for we are sure to see some- 
thing amusing We need only joiu that 
crowd from whose center we merely 
hear the words- "Forty cents, gentle- 
men, 
no more; fifteen, sixteen, twenty 


—it wants twenty cents more; torty 
cents, that is all." 
From time to lime 


we hear coppers falling until the art- 
iste suddenly exclaims: "Stay, gentle- 
men; do not throw any more, there are 
already three cents too many 
I ouly 


requested forty cents, and am a man of 
honor." But what will he give us for 
the forty cents? He is a tall, thin fel- 
low, hungry looking and shabby. Be- 
fore him, on the giound, there is a 
wooden box; it is very small, and -yet 
he promises to get into it and have the 
lid shut on him. 'Impossible!" every 
body cries, for a boy would scarce have 
room in the box, much less so tall a 
man. The poaturer laughs condescend- 
ingly, aud simply repeats- 
"Forty 


cents, gentlemen, and you will see.'' 
When the money is subscribed he gets 
into the box, a garuiu jumps on the lid, 
and he is really in it. This postureman 
daily shows this trick ten or twelve 
times iu Paris, and so earns about four 
dollars. 


Let us go into the cafes—thai is to 


Bay, sit down outside in the shaile of 
the awmng, if a place is to be had. 
The large cafes on the boulevards are 
filled from eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing till midnight or past. On the in- 
ner boulevards there are at least one 
hundred cafes, which all do a roaring 
trade. We have secured a table and a 
couple of chairs and survey the heav- 
ing mass, but have not been seated fi\e 
minutes ere we are laid under contri- 
bution. The flower girls, of whom 
there must be legions in Paris, are the 
first. When sent away they lay a small 
bouquet on the table and go aside. The 
stranger or novice who is not up to the 
trick probably takes up the bouquet 
and smells it; at once the girl is back 
and asks for two cents. She will say 
quite boldly: "You have accepted ft 
and you must keep it, sir." What 
can you do, surrounded as you are by a 
hundred ladies and gentlemen, and in 
all public localities in Paris you musl

he has engaged them at his own risk, 
and paid two cents apiece for them, so 
we give him ten cent,. 


For the follawmg trick two gamins 


are needed, but they are easily found. 
Au elegant gentleman comes up, wbo 
is glad to get ofl" the dirty macadam on 
to the clean trottoir. The gentleman 
steps daintily through the mud, but, 
unluckily, a gamin stumbles against 
his stick, which falls in the dirt An- 
other gamin (the accomplice), how- 
ever, runs up at once, picks the stick 
out of the dirt, wipes it clean and 
hands it to the gentleman, who is ^lad, 
at any rate, to save his new gloves.

Well, the truth 
is, the Parisian gamin is a vagabond, 
and if he worked like other honest 
people the French capital would be 
poorer by one of its most interesting 
types.
